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1 . (Currently amended) A method of managing an incoming call on a cell 
phone, comprising: 

receiving notification of the incoming call on a personal d ata processing 
device external to the cell phone, the notification including a signal from 
the cell phone, t he personal d ata processing device coupled to the cell 
phone via a connection; 

retrieving information in addition to a caller ID a ssociated with the incoming 
call; 

examining one of predefined preferences of a user of the cell phone and real- 
time instructions from the user; a nd 

enabling a us e r - to managinge the incoming call according to the on e of the 
predefined preferences and the real-time instructions. b v selecting an 
appropriat e response. 

2. (Original) The method according to Claim 1 wherein retrieving the 
information associated with the incoming call further comprises at least one of: 

retrieving the information from the cell phone; 
retrieving the information from the data processing device; and 
retrieving the information from a source coupled to the data processing 
device.

4. (Currently amended) The method according to Claim 3 wherein th e one of 
the predefined preferences and the real time instructions includes a ppropriate response 
includes at least one of forwarding the incoming call, requesting a sender of the incoming 
call to send an instant message and responding to the incoming call with a voicemail 
message. 
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5. (Original) The method according to Claim 4 wherein responding to the 
incoming call with the voicemail message further comprises selecting one of a plurality 
of voicemail messages as the appropriate response.

7. (Currently amended) The method according to Claim I 6 wherein the signal 
is an Attention Command ("AT") signal. 

8. (Currently amended) An article comprising a machine-accessible medium 
having stored thereon instructions that, when executed by a machine, cause the machine 
to manage an incoming call on a cell phone coupled to the machine by: 

receiving notification of the incoming call on the machine, the machine 
including a personal data processing device being external to the cell 
phone and coupled to the cell phone via a connection , the notification 
including a signal from the cell phone, : 

retrieving information in addition to a caller ID associated with the incoming 
call; 

examining one of predefined preferences of a user of the ce ll phone and real- 
time instructions from the user: a nd 

e nabling a user to managinge the incoming call according to the one of the 
predefined preferences and the real-time instructions. b y selecting on 
appropriate response? 

9. (Previously presented) The article according to Claim 8 wherein the 
instructions, when executed by the machine, further cause the machine to retrieve the 
information associated with the incoming call by performing at least one of: 

retrieving the information from the cell phone; 
retrieving the information from the data processing device; and 
retrieving the information from a source coupled to the data processing 
device.

1 1 . (Currently amended) The article according to Claim 8 40 wherein the 
instructions, when executed by the machine, further cause the machine to manage the 
incoming call by at least one of forwarding the incoming call, requesting a sender of the 
incoming call to send an instant message and responding to the incoming call with a 
voicemail message. 

1 2. (Original) The article according to Claim 1 1 wherein the instructions, when 
executed by the machine, further cause the machine to enable selection of one of a 
plurality of voicemail messages as the appropriate response.

incoming call according to the one of the predefined preferences and the 
real-time instructions . b y s e l e cting an appropriate respons e . . 

(Original) The data processing device according to Claim 1 5 wherein the 
processing module retrieves the information associated with the incoming call from at 
least one of the cell phone, the data processing device and a source coupled to the data 
processing device.
